THE NEW TREATY WITH CHINA. 

Wasnineton, 14th March. 

Tha’ Presidént has not yet received the new 

treaty which has boon nogotinted and signed by 

the Secretary of State and the Chinase Ministor. 

Bayard said to-night that he would probably aond 
tha new tronty to Cleveland to-morrow and that it 
would probably be sent to the Senate on Friday. 

‘Lhe now document’ may be summarized as 
follows:;—The now. treaty has four . provisions. 

First, ib relatua to labourers. It detinos Isbonrers,. 
and siatos that oll labourers hereafter shall be 
excluded from satoring ,tho United States ex- 
ocpt two olasses ; frat, those who show that they 
leave property inthe United States to the value af 
$1,000, and secondly, those who leava a wife or 
family ia tho United States. All labourers who 
establish eithor of those fsots will be ontitled to 
wzoturn, It is provided, howevor, in the first 

provision of the treaty that the Chinese labanrers 
who loavo this country for China muat establish 
} these twa facts tb the satisfaction of an American 
officor botore thoy depurt. It is also stated that 
Latter the Chinoso lshouror has made proof of 
eithar of these facts and has departed, ‘the 

American Govarnmont may investigate the 
truth of said evidence; ant ia. the, event that it 
is found that the ovidence.is false, the -right to 
return mang be oarmolted: . : 

In epeaking of those first provisions, tho cow 
sol of tho Chinese Minister stated that the ground 
upon which a writ of haleas corpus might issne 
was vory muol Jimited, Hostated that.a China- 
man arriving in this comntry and receiving ad- 
mission and scouring a writ of habeas corpus 
could make pronf of uply one ‘thing .t6' antitle 
him to land, and this is that he had alroady pro-| 
ved to the Collector of the Port from which hy 
departed or to somo othor Amorican officer be- 
fore ho ‘left that ho was possessed of § or 
upwardsor had left afamily in this country: The 
sounsel for the Chinese Minister stated that it

- The ssoond provision of tha new treaty relates 
1o merchants. It provides that merchants shall 
bo permitted to enter this country upon p certi- 
ficate from the Chinese Government, approved 
by.the Amorican Cunsul at tho port from which 
the meréliant departs, certifying that the bearer 

of the certificate isamerchant. The conse! for 
the Chinose Minister states that this provision 
of the treaty gaazantaog fo this country, provid- 
od the “American Consul,be honest, that only 
bong fide morchants shall receive cortificates 
certifying that they are sach. |: alee 

Thi third provision of thy .treaty relates 
the claims of the Chinamen who have beet i= 
polled from towns on tho Pacific coast. The total 
amount of damages aggregates about. $300,000. 
The Chinaman who were axpolled from Buroka; | 
Humboldt county, from Seattle, Tacoma, am 
other points on the Pacific coast have submitted 
an estimate of-the injury they suffered by boiag 
driven from their ocoupations, and the Chinese. 
Govornmeént now presents these claim; on the 
ground that this Govermnent guuranteed protec- 
tion to these people which it failed to afford. 

The fourth provision of tho'troaty states that 
this convention between the two nations shall, 
exist for a term of twenty years from -the date 
of the ratificalion of the treaty. ‘ . 

The counrel for the Chineso Minister states 
that, he bolievss-that this treaty romoves all 
frounds upon which the law has ‘thus far been‘| 
vvadad.
